A CALL-HANDLING system, 
heavily criticised for sending 
crews at a neighbouring 
authority out to ‘imaginary 
emergencies’, has cost our fire 
service hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds and still can¬ 
not even be used. 

Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service (BFRS) has spent 
around £300k on the new tech¬ 
nology to deploy its engines, 
which should have provided 
‘additional resilience’ should 
the service be affected by a 
major power failure. 

It was also intended to link up 
to the one used by Essex 
County Fire and Rescue 


Service to help make call-outs 
more effective. But as yet BFRS 
has been left unable to use it 
due to ‘teething problems’ in 
Essex since it was implement¬ 
ed there in January. 

Since its introduction the Fire 
Brigades Union (FBU) claims 
that the Essex 

service has been called out to 
more than 100 ‘imaginary’ 
emergencies in the two months 
they used the software. 

The situation has left 
Bedfordshire waiting for the 
problem to be rectified before 
it can be rolled out. 

A spokesman for BFRS said: 
“We are waiting until testing at 
Essex has been successfully 
completed and the new 
system is running there effec¬ 


tively before installation will 
begin in Bedfordshire.” 

Due to the extent of the tech¬ 
nical problems, the Essex ser¬ 
vice has switched back to its 
old system until everything 
has been ironed out. A spokes¬ 
man said it is expected that 
the switchover will happen in 
October. 

A source told Luton on 
Sunday : “They (Bedfordshire) 
have installed a new system 
that cannot go live, and are 
stuck with the current outdat¬ 
ed system. This could have 
repercussions as the current 
system is on its last legs.” 

A spokesman for the 
Bedfordshire service denied 
the extended use of the current 
system poses any kind of risk. 


Man dies in police custody 


AN investigation has been 
launched by a policing watchdog 
after a man died in police custo¬ 
dy yesterday. 

The inquiry was launched by 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
following the death of a 25-year- 


old man in a cell at Luton Police 
Station. 

Deputy Chief Constable Jon 
Boutcher said: “Officers attend¬ 
ed an address in Purley Centre, 
Luton, at around 8.45am to 
arrest the man for domestic 
violence. 


“He was taken to Luton Police 
Station and became ill in his 
cell, where he was subsequently 
pronounced dead. 

“Our thoughts are with the 
family at this sad time and we 
will do all we can to co-operate 
with the investigation.”

Ex-Hatter Dixon guilty of assault at pub 


FORMER Luton Town and England centre 
forward Kerry Dixon has been found guilty of 
assaulting a man in a pub. 

The ex-footballer was told by a judge that 
he faces a custodial sentence when he was 
convicted on Friday. 

The attack by the 53-year-old ex-striker 
was captured on the pub’s CCTV system and 
in the footage Dixon is seen punching 
38-year-old father of two Ben Scoble in the 
face, sending him to the ground. 

Dixon, who lives in Dunstable, is then 
shown bending over his victim and deliver¬ 
ing more blows. 

Dixon pleaded not guilty to occasioning 
actual bodily harm in the early hours of May 
15 last year. 


Dixon had claimed he feared he was about 
to be attacked by Mr Scoble and struck out 
in a pre-emptive strike, which he said was 
in self defence. 

Following the jury’s verdict of guilty, the 
court was told Dixon had a previous convic¬ 
tion for driving with excess alcohol in 2000 
and had been cautioned for common assault 
in June 2002. 

Before adjourning the sentencing, Judge 
Mensah said that she wanted to learn more 
about Dixon’s personal circumstances to 
help her arrive at the correct sentence. 

During the next week, he will be inter¬ 
viewed by staff from the Probation Service, 
who will compile a report for the judge. 

He will be sentenced next Friday.

Task force called 
in to investigate 
police force’s 
problem funding

THE Home Office has been called in to 
look at the funding issues faced by 
Bedfordshire Police. 

This comes after a turbulent month 
for the force in May, which saw Police 
and Crime Commissioner Oily Martins 
lose a referendum to increase funding, 
Chief Constable Colette Paul retire 
early and a report from HM 
Inspectorate of Constabulary (HMIC) 
which said the force is required to 
make quick improvements in response 
to austerity 

Bedfordshire Police faces a number 
of funding challenges, in that is funded 
like a rural force, but has to deal with 
metropolitan issues such as counter¬ 
terrorism and also serious and organ¬ 
ised crime, along with the sheer scale 
of cuts it has to make. 

The task force will be sent to investi¬ 
gate the financial challenge which is 
facing Bedfordshire Police, which 


needs to find more than £17.5 million 
in savings each year by 2019/20. Mike 
Penning, Minister for Policing, Crime, 
Criminal Justice and Victims, said: 
“We are working with Bedfordshire 
Police and the Police and Crime 
Commissioner to gain a fuller under¬ 
standing of the force’s financial posi¬ 
tion. 

“This will help inform our under¬ 
standing of the operational challenges 
and the demands on the force in the 
short term and over the coming years.” 

The visit comes after Mr Penning 
wrote to PCC Oily Martins offering to 
send a team of officials in to investi¬ 
gate. No timeframe for the inquiry has 
yet been given. 

PCC Oily Martins said: “I’m glad the 
Home Office is making the effort to 
find out what is really happening here. 

“It is responsible for 65 per cent of our 
funding which is at an insufficient 
level, and that is why we have the high¬ 
est number of recorded burglaries, 
robberies and car crimes per officer 
per year of any force in the country” 



Massive resource sent to 
deal with fake explosive 


POLICE are investigating a 
possible bomb hoax which 
caused a town centre street 
to be closed on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

A bomb disposal robot was 
deployed to the scene in 
Luton and six ambulances 
were parked opposite King 
Street on standby. 

The hoax also caused 
buildings in King Street and 
George Street to be evacuat¬ 
ed. 

A spokeswoman for 
Bedfordshire Police said: “A 
suspicious package that was 
found in King Street, Luton 


on Tuesday and is being 
treated as a hoax. Police 
were called at approximately 
2.30pm to reports that a sus¬ 
picious device had been dis¬ 
covered in the town centre. 

“Emergency services 
attended the scene along 
with an explosive ordnance 
disposal (EOD) team and 
found that the device was 
not viable. Officers are now 
treating this incident as a 
hoax and are currently 
investigating.” 

The incident was conclud¬ 
ed and at 7.30pm that night 
the road reopened.

MP Nadine Dorries 
is at risk of losing her 
parliamentary seat 
after a rival candi¬ 
date lodged an elec¬ 
tion petition accus¬ 
ing her of making 
false allegations 
about him during 
the campaign. 

The petition was 
lodged with the High 
Court on May 28 by 
independent candi¬ 
date Tim Ireland. 

Ms Dorries, who 
has been the 
Conservative MP for 
Mid-Beds since 2005, 
won 32,544 votes to 
hold onto her seat 
compared to Tim 
Ireland’s 384. 

The petition claims 
that in the run up to 
the election, Ms 
Dorries made a num¬ 
ber of remarks about 
Mr Ireland’s charac¬ 
ter on Twitter, on her 
blog and through the 
media. 

Mr Ireland, 45, from 
Harlington, claims 
that her actions have 
breached section 106 
of the Representation 
of the People Act 
1983 which states 
that it is illegal for 
anyone to make a 
‘false statement of 
fact’ in relation to a 


candidate’s ‘personal 
character or conduct’ 
unless they can show 
they had ‘reasonable 
grounds’ to believe it 
was true. 

However if the peti¬ 
tion, which refers to 
14 separate ‘false 
allegations’, is 
accepted by judges, 
Ms Dorries could 
lose her seat which 
would trigger a by- 
election. 

According to the 
document, seen by 
LoS, Ms Dorries pub¬ 
licly claimed Mr 
Ireland had ‘been 
responsible for a bur¬ 
glary’ at a former 
residence of hers and 
accused him of being 
a stalker. 


It further alleges 
that she accused him 
of using crowd- 
sourced funding for 
his election cam¬ 
paign to pay off his 
personal debts and 
that he had once 
attempted covertly 
to ‘obtain personal 
information’ about 
her daughters from 
their fellow pupils 
and teachers. 

Now a petition has

£380k botched op pay off 


A 79-YEAR-old man, left

£380,000 in NHS damages. 

Brian Davis, from Luton, once 
worked as a chauffeur, ferry¬ 
ing around easyJet founder, 
Stelios Haji-loannou, and other 
well-heeled clients. 


But now he suffers falls, is 
unable to work and struggles 
to get upstairs in his home 
following the knee operation in 
January 2009. 

At London’s High Court on 
Monday, the NHS Commiss¬ 
ioning Board agreed to settle 
Mr Davis’ case for £380k. 

It will also pay the six-figure 


legal costs of taking the case 
to court. Judge Barry Cotter 
QC said the £380,000 settle¬ 
ment ‘seems to me a very sen¬ 
sible figure for both sides’. 

Jeremy Roussak, represent¬ 
ing the NHS Commissioning 
Board, wished Mr Davis ‘all the 
best for the future’ and refuted 
any penny pinching claims.

Busway car drivers 
avoid council fines

NO fines have been issued to 
people illegally using the 
Luton-Dunstable busway 
despite there being at least 
40 cases of people driving on 
it since it opened in 2013. 

Drivers who use the road 
can face a fine of up to £1,000. 
However, up until March 2014 
a period of leniency was per¬ 
mitted due to the change in 
the road layout and as such 
no prosecutions were pur¬ 
sued. 

Since then, Luton Borough 
Council has started to look 
into the possibility of fining 
people but no tickets have 
been issued yet. 

A spokeswoman for the 
council said: “Since April

2014 we have had fewer inci¬ 
dents, and after considering 
the cases on their own merits 
we have determined that it 
would not be in the public’s 
interest to have pursued pros¬ 


ecutions on these occasions.” 

People continue to use the 
route despite a number of 
initiatives put in place to stop 
people doing so, including 
deepening of the pits at the 
start of each section, so driv¬ 
ers risk getting stuck while 
driving along the road. 

The spokeswoman added: 
“Between its opening in 
September 2013 and March 
2014 we had 34 incidents 
reported by bus operators of 
cars accessing the busway. 

“As a result we deepened the 
pits at the start of each sec¬ 
tion of the busway and put up 
signs, including temporary 
ones, warning people they 
risk getting stuck or damag¬ 
ing their cars.” 

According to the authority 
six stuck cars have been res¬ 
cued since April last year. 


End of an era as group’s base is sold off 


THE home of a community 
group is due to be sold off 
after the council dubbed it ‘too 
expensive’ to repair. 

Luton Borough Council’s 
executive passed the decision 
to close the base of the Saint 
Vincent and the Grenadines 


Association (SVGA) in 
Woodland Avenue in Luton on 
Monday. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The centre is in need of 
extensive repairs. The building 
is occupied by a day centre 
one day a week making it an 


expensive resource.” 

The council is currently look¬ 
ing for a new home for the 
Luton SVGA but no suitable 
location has yet been found. 

When this newspaper 
contacted the group they did 
not wish to comment.

Council 


MONDAY evening saw the first 
executive meeting of Luton 
Borough Council since last 
month’s election. 

Some new faces took their 
places on the executive folllow- 
ing months of campaigning and 
you’d think they’d be full of new 
ideas, eagerly waiting to make 
their mark on the town. 

But if you had come expecting 
a fiery debate, you would have 
been very disappointed. 

Luckily, I did not come 
expecting anything of the sort. 

A 272-page long agenda was 
whipped through in just over 45 
minutes, with all but one item 
being passed without any dis¬ 
cussion whatsoever. 

The meeting started with 
council and executive leader 
Hazel Simmons {pictured right) 
explaining where the exits were 
‘as we have a member of the 
public present’, which judging 
by the tone seemed like a 
somewhat rare event. 

Cllr Simmons was acting as 
deputy because of Cllr Sian 
Timoney’s absence as she was 
‘sunning herself in Spain’ - her 
words not mine! 

The meeting consisted of a 
brief explanation of each item 
on the agenda followed by 
‘Questions?’ Nope. 

‘Are we agreed?’ Yes. Before 
moving swiftly onto the next 
item. 

The only real point of note 
was Cllr Tom Shaw (pictured far 
right) getting very passionate 
when discussing housing policy 



as he introduced the council’s 
plan for the next five years. He 
promised a clampdown on 
‘rogue landlords,’ a topic which 
did (finally) succeed in getting 
other members of the executive 
involved in the debate. 

However, even then there 
were no probing questions and 
one couldn’t help but get the 
feeling the outcome of pretty 
much everything else had been 
agreed in advance. 

One further moment of 
passion came when Cllr Shaw 
climbed atop his Labour soap¬ 
box to declare the real solution 
to Luton’s housing problem is to 
‘get rid of the government so 
we could implement a proper 
housing policy for the people of 
Luton’. 



Now there’s a motion Luton 
Borough Council can get 
behind! 

It was a shame to see that yet 
again I was the only member of 
the public there for this meet¬ 
ing, even at full council meet¬ 
ings the number in the public 
gallery rarely passes more than 
five. But is it surprising when 
debate is so lack-lustre? 

The last three items in the 
agenda were discussed behind 
closed doors, further adding to 
a disconcerting sense that very 
little discussion is carried out in 
the public eye. 

The people had their say at 
the elections in May but the 
reality of a majority council - 
and executive - certainly takes 
its toll on vigorous debate.

A GROUP of schoolchildren from across 
Bedfordshire tackled the record for the big¬ 
gest ever game of tag rugby this week - and 
won!

Living wage calls 
for council staff

A TRADE union has criti¬ 
cised the ‘appallingly low 
pay' given to some staff out¬ 
sourced by the only council 
in the county not to pay the 
living wage to all employees. 

Despite Luton Borough 
Council giving employees the 
living wage in October 2014 
and Bedford Borough doing 
the same on April 1 of last 
year, Central Bedfordshire 
has been left behind with not 


all of their staff receiving the 
national rate of £7.85. 

Now the GMB has asked the 
council to consider imple¬ 
menting this change to avoid 
the ‘risk of physical and men¬ 
tal health problems’ that 
come from living under this 
line and encourage small 
businesses to follow suit. 

Chief executive of Central 
Bedfordshire Council, 
Richard Carr, has welcomed 
the suggestion of a meeting 
with the union representa¬ 
tives about this issue. 


Mr Carr said: “We keep our 
pay under regular review and 
the vast majority of our 
employees are already paid at 
or above the living wage. 

“We also need to have 
regard to the costs associated 
with any increase in rates of 
pay and would have to look at 
this as part of the council’s 
overall budget plans. 

“We have already told the 
GMB that we are open to dis¬ 
cussing the living wage dur¬ 
ing our regular meetings 
with local representatives.”

InterviewLuton 


CARL MUNGAZI is on a 
mission to uncover the 
hidden stories of Luton. His 
aim: to interview at least one 
person from every nationality 
represented in the town. 



“THE bullet came through 
her headrest, through three 
sets of walls, through where 
I was a moment ago and 
went right out. And at that 
moment, because we were 
on the first floor, we decid¬ 
ed to go and hide in the 
basement of the house.” 

When a 13-year-old Nick 
Asgill watched his home, 
which had been in the fam¬ 
ily for 100 years, burn down 
during the Sierra Leone 
Civil War, a new chapter in 
his life had forcefully begun. 

What was growing up in 
pre-war Sierra Leone like? 

“I remember friendship: a 
friendship different from 
the one I experienced when 
I came here”, Nick says. “I 
remember going out to 
swim, my mum bringing ice 
cream every day after work 
and not studying for exams 
but being able to pass!” 

Growing up, Nick was 
called his grandmother’s 
‘walking stick’ because of 
the close relationship they 
had, and it was this bond 
that brought him to the UK. 

When war broke out in 
1991, Nick’s family was 
shielded from most of it 
until 1997, when the rebels 
entered the capital 
Freetown. 

“They fired an RPG and a

piece of it came into our liv¬ 
ing room and landed on the 
sofa”, he says. “And I remem¬ 
ber my dad picking up this 
burning cushion and run¬ 
ning to the bathroom and 
dropping it in the sink. The 


house didn’t burn down but 
it was just like ‘Whoa, wow’.” 

Two years later they were 
not so lucky. During a shoot¬ 
out, a bullet flew through 
their house, narrowly miss¬ 
ing Nick and his grand¬ 
mother. A few days later the 
rebels set a nearby building 
alight and the blaze spread 
to their house. 

Nick says: “Once the house 
burnt down there wasn’t 
much else. It was a three- 
storey house and everything 
was burned, everything was 
gone. We spent the next two 
weeks in the chicken shed 
where we used to keep 
chickens and coal.” 

Salvation came from rela¬ 
tives living in a safer part of 
Freetown. After their res¬ 
cue, an aunt in London sug¬ 
gested Nick’s grandmother 
should visit her to get away

from the war. Nick followed. 

Coming to the UK was 
nothing new as he had pre¬ 
viously been on holiday. 
However, laying down roots 
was a different matter. 
Things started well in high 
school but he became 
homeless during college 
after falling out with his 
aunt. 

What happened next? 

“Being on the streets, I did 
what everybody on the 
streets does, which is sur¬ 
vive”, Nick says. “But again, 
on the flip side of it, just like 
when I was in the war, I 
knew there was something 
else out there.” 

Nick stayed with friends 
before moving into a hostel. 
Eventually, he got together 
with some friends to rent a 
place and began developing 
an interest in media. 

Throughout this time, his 
family contact was limited 
to calls with his grandmoth¬ 
er who used to bring him 
food before her return to 
Sierra Leone in 2003. With 
no family connections left, 
Nick focused on his studies 
in video direction and came 
to study at the University of 
Bedfordshire in 2006. 

How was Luton? 

“I loved it!”, he says. “The 
students were supposed to 
arrive in September but I 
came the first week of 
August. I got a student loan 
at the time and I bought an 
Apple Mac so I could keep 
practising my editing. And I 
loved it, I didn’t really have 


any issues with Luton at all.” 

Nick graduated in 2009 
and returned to Sierra 
Leone in 2011 for the first 
time since leaving. While 
over there, his then girl¬ 
friend (and now wife) told 
him she was pregnant. He 
returned to the UK with a 
new focus and began work¬ 
ing towards building NasHH 
Media, which he launched 
with a business partner in 
2014. 

How has his journey been? 

“There are rare moments 
where I catch myself think¬ 
ing about everything in per¬ 
spective and I know one 
thing for sure: no condition 


is ever permanent”, he says. 
“Secondly, I have a personal 
rule I live by, which is always 
to help people where you 
can, because if it weren’t for 
the people along the way 
who have helped and sup¬ 
ported you, you probably 
would not be where you 
are.” 

And the future? 

“I want to tell stories about 
the differences in life. We 
are all different and come 
from different places but 
we’re also exactly the same. 
We all wake up having to 
face one challenge or the 
other and we all have a 
dream or a goal.”

100 IMAGES OF MIGRATION 

Wardown Park Museum 

Until Sunday July 9 

MOST people living in this country have 
a migration story to tell, especially in a 
community as diverse as Luton. 

Your family may have come here a mil- 
lenium ago, in the 1950s or even last year 
and this exhibition’s intention is to cele¬ 
brate and document the history of migra¬ 
tion and its changes to society and cul¬ 
ture, which has made the United 
Kingdom what it is today. 

The project was set up by the Migration 
Museum Project and has been touring 
the country since 2013. 

Denize Belingy, of the Migration 
Museum project said: “It started off a 
couple of years ago with a request put in 
by the museum in the Guardian, asking 
people to submit images to the project. 

“It has grown and grown since then and 
is now in the position where we can tour 
the country and have a gallery of 100 
images, all documenting the history of 
immigration into the country.” 

Britain has a mostly proud history of 
migration, but there have been incidents 
which have made it tough or unwelcom¬ 
ing for people seeking a new country, 
whether it be seeking work or to escape 
from war, poverty or opression. 

Despite this, the United Kingdom has 
maintained its image as a land of oppor¬ 
tunity, which is why an exhibition such 
as this is possible, to explore the history 


of migration and the positive and nega¬ 
tive impacts which people have faced 
since arrived on these shores. 

On where they visit, Ms Belingy said: 
“We have visited places with history of 
migration, such as Luton and also Bristol 
which was a key port involved in the slave 
trade, but we also try and branch out to 
other places, across the country where 
there isn’t such a big history and impact 
from migration.” 

The ultimate aim that the project has is 
to set up a dedicated museum to tell the 
story of migration into the United 
Kingdom, with touring exhibitions a step 
on the road to achieving that goal. 

Mr Belingy said: “100 Images of 
Migration originally appeared at the 
Hatton Museum and has been on the 
road since. 

“All that we want is for more and more 
people to see the exhibition and then 
hopefully to try and find a permanent 
home for the exhibition, most likely in 
London but possibly somewhere else in 
the country, our options are still open.” 

Aside from a number of images, it also 
features a video created by students at 
the University of Leicester, looking at 
Enoch Powell’s infamous ‘Rivers of Blood’ 
speech, with responses from the various 
communities which the speech was 
attacking.

WHETHER you hate Shakespeare’s works or 
love them, this is a play for you.

Take a look inside ... 


Jaguar’s XF is back. If you 
thought the Big Three German 
brands had the executive car 
sector sewn up, think again. 
Lighter, more spacious, better 
looking and a whole lot more 
efficient, the XF range throws 
down one enormous gauntlet.

Whalley relishing chance at 
Shrews after surprise move

FORMER Luton Town winger Shaun Whalley 
said he is looking forward to the challenge of 
playing in League One after his anticipated 
move to Shrewsbury Town was pushed over 
the line. 

The 27-year-old has made a somewhat sur¬ 
prising switch to the higher division after a 
sporadic League Two campaign with the 
Hatters during the season just past. 

He made just 19 appearances and was in and 
out of the side, with Luton boss John Still opt¬ 
ing to release him at the end of the season. 

Shrewsbury boss Micky Mellon obviously 
sees some potential in a player Luton signed 
from non-league Southport in the summer of 
2013 though, having added him to his squad 
after a successful League Two promotion cam¬ 
paign. 

Whalley, who scored three times during the 
2014/15 season and four times for the club in 
total, made one of his appearances for the 
Hatters in their 1-0 win over the Shrews in 
January, when he emerged from the bench. 

“I’m looking forward to the challenge at 
Shrewsbury,” said Whalley to the Shrews’ 
website. 

“I’m really excited about coming here and 


with pre-season starting I’ll be delighted to get 
to know the lads. 

“It wasn’t a hard decision by any means. I 
know a couple of the lads here and it will help 
me settle. 

“I’m now really looking forward to playing in 
League One, and looking at Shrewsbury last 
year, a lot of people said that they were the best 
footballing side in the league. 

“I’m excited about working with the manager, 
it will be good for me personally. 

“I know that he likes the team to get the ball 
down and play. 

“There was interest from other clubs but once 
I knew that Shrewsbury were interested it was 
a straight-forward decision. 

“I’ve always been in and around the north 
west area before I moved to Luton. 

“Moving away from home is full of challenges 
but I thought I dealt with it quite well.” 

Meanwhile, released Hatters midfielder Jim 
Stevenson has re-joined Aldershot Town, this 
time on a permanent deal after signing a one 
year contract. 

The Hatters initially signed the 23-year-old in 
the summer of 2013 but he only made seven 
starts for club, while he was sent on loan to 
both Dartford and Aldershot. 

He has now returned to the Hampshire club, 
who play in the National League.

ATHLETICS 

LUTON Athletic Club finished in second place 
in their second Southern League match of the 
season in Croydon. 

They racked up a total of 178 points to finish 
behind the hosts who were comfortable win¬ 
ners with 228. 

In the women’s competition, Suzanna Wise 
enjoyed a successful day as she claimed victo¬ 
ries in the hammer and discus with throws of 
43.54m and 31.22m.

JOHN Still has taken a bit of flak 
for some of his signings from 
non-league football but for me, 
one where he got it right was 
goalkeeper Elliot Justham. 

While the likes of Charlie 
Walker, Ross Lafayette, Curtley 
Williams and Ricky Miller have 
not found success at Kenilworth 
Road after rising from the part- 
time game into the professional 
ranks, 24-year-old keeper 
Justham has shown plenty of 
promise. 

There is, of course, an elephant 
in the room here - the stopper’s 
disastrous clanger which gifted 
Southend United a 1-0 win on 
the penultimate weekend of the 
season to all but end the Hatters’ 
play-off chances. 

Few who were there will forget 
that dreadful moment in the 81st 
minute at Roots Hall, when 
Michael Timlin’s shot squirmed 
under Justham’s body and into 
the net. 

The sinking feeling was a hor¬ 
rible one but when the dust set¬ 
tled it was right that there was no 
blame for the custodian. 

Yes, the error may have been 
the final nail in Luton’s promo¬ 


tion dream coffin, but the bulk of 
the damage had already been 
done by that point. Goalkeepers, 
like any other player, will make 
mistakes, it’s just that theirs are 
often more costly. 

And up until that point, 
Justham was one of our better 
performers during the terrible 
winless run which left Town’s 
troops needing favours even 
before his mistake. 

He played 15 games when Mark 
Tyler suffered his injury and 
gradually started to look like a 
strong, composed keeper with a 


good command of his back four. 

I remember several excellent 
saves and it was encouraging to 
see Still, who was considering 
bringing in a replacement on 
loan, keep faith with him. 

Being a replacement keeper is 
often a thankless task. Unlike an 
outfield player who could poten¬ 
tially operate in a variety of posi¬ 
tions, a keeper knows that they 
are either in or they are out. 

As the number two, the stark 
reality is that they are going to be 
out 99 per cent of the time 
regardless of how well they per¬ 


form during training in the 
week. 

To come in and play well in 
those circumstances takes a lot 
of character and the contract 
extension Justham signed, which 
keeps him at the club until 2017, 
is testament to how well he’s 
done. 

Now we have the following 
question - do we have a genuine 
two man battle for the number 
one jersey next season? 

One of the questions Still will 
have over the summer is whether 
Justham has done enough to 
keep hold of the jersey when 
Tyler returns from injury. 

Tyler has of course been a tre¬ 
mendous servant for Luton so 
will likely remain between the 
sticks, with his contract running 
until the end of next season at 
least. 

At 38, though, he is obviously 
nearing the end of his career and 
so a transition phase of allowing 
Justham to seamlessly take over 
is important. 

Would sitting on the bench be 
the best thing for him or should 
we look to give him some experi¬ 
ence on loan, with a loanee of 
our own, or perhaps even one of 
our younger keepers, serving as 
Tyler’s deputy? 

Whatever happens, it will be an 
important decision to make.
